Coghlan's advices are that 4,000 Colombian 
troops aré alrea.uy a t Barranqull. Indians 
arc reported unfriendly, the Chief, Sa- 
sardi, w earing the uniform of cólonél of 
the Colombian force. Coghlan says there 
has been no lai^c landing of Colombian 
forces on the coiist, merely parties of two 
ro three in canoes and th a t no Colombian 
forces were seen a t any time or place in 
Panam a territory. 
Coghlan reports lh»j 
movements of American w’arshli>s and 
say s: 


“The Mayllowcr returned. Found Man- 
ningo bay Indians unfriendly. 
Objected 
strongly to exploration in their territory. 
From Conception bay south to a,m osquito 
village Indians are friendly and say they 
will not permit Colombian soldiers or 
Indians to pass them. 
Indians said a 
Colombian force expected to get all the 
canoes and with .schooners and steam 
latinches take a large force to Mandingo 
bay. 


London, Jan. 13.—A di.spatch from To­ 
kio to R euter’s Telegraph company says 
Japan’s answ er to the last Ru^-siaii note 
was handed this afternoon 
to Baron 
de Rosen. Ru.sslan minister, and th at 
negotiations will continue w ithout any 
timo lim it l>eing set for th eir term ination. 
Ths demands which .japan is said to 
have made, acording to the reports pub­ 
lished abroad, hav'e caused some surprise 
in Tokio, acording to the dispatch, and 
it is now stated Japan never asked for 
the evacuation of aianchuria, but on the 
contrary frankly recognizes Russia’s spe­ 
cial interest there and her right to pro­ 
tect them. 
Japan openly demanded the 
realization of Russia’s voluntary pledges 
respecting China terlrtoryial integrity in 
M anchuria and freedom of residential 
rights an international trade therein. 


NOT ANXIOUS FOR WAR.

W’ORLD PEAC13 IS TOPIC. 


Washington,^ Jan. 13.—A conference call­ 
ed tof ram c u basis for an international 
treaty between the United States and 
G reat B ritain and for extension of arbi­ 
tration through the world w'as held In 
this city yesterday. There was a notable 
array of speakers, representing most of 
the large cities of the country^, and mes­ 
sages of indorsement were received from 
many others. Including the governor of 
California, the mayors of New Y’ork, Boij- 
ton and Baltim ore aud John Mitchell, 
president of the United Mine W’orkers. 


FOE PEACE

A committee to draft a suitable platfoim 
was authorized *and R epresentative Bar- 
tholdt of Missouri, chairm an of the meet­ 
ing, was instructed to introduce a resolu­ 
tion in the house Inviting the international 
union to hold its annual .session in St. 
Louis next September. 
Several speeches 
were made endorsing the movement. 


R epresentativ H itt' of Illinois, chairm an 
of th committee on foreign affairs, pre­ 
dicted that a movement for |>eace w’ould 
find enthusiastic favor .with the people of 
this country. 


Representative Hepburn of Iowa in­ 
dorsed the movement. 
He stated th a t 
fulls* one-half of the federal taxation had 
been expended for war. 
Over 400,000 of 
the youth of the United States died in a 
single war. 
This w ar cost thi^. treasury 
16,000,000,000 and since th at tim e 13,500,000,000 
have been paid in pensions. Tliis genera­ 
tion, he said, m lght .be expected to indorse 
a peace movement m ost heartily.

Spooner replied to Carmack, saybig he 
had felt , regret at hearing criticisms of 
the president, who had registered an oath 
to heaven to discharge his duties. 
Car­ 
mack had made a sinister and unsup­ 
ported statem ent when he said th at this 
country ha'd begun as ystem afic enci*oacii- 
m ent on the rights of South American re­ 
publics. No man had stood more consist­ 
ently for those republics than had Presi­ 
dent Ròóosevelt, and Spooner Instanced 
the coutâc of the president In. the Vene­ 
zuelan difficulty. No .president in our his­ 
tory had stood more staunchly for the 
Moufoe doctrine. 
Spooner also gave a t­ 
tention to chj^rgts of disobedience of law 
by the i>resideutj,- *"Tbc only, enemies he 
had. in the United S tatta.” .said Spooner, 
"are tiic result of his obedience to and 
enforcement of tlie law. H e has thovight 
not of himself, but only fu his ooth."- 


The president had been clected by the 
Republican party, but, added Spooner, he 
is the president of all the country and he 
is entitled to fair and decent treatm ent as 
the chief executive of all the people. As 
author of the Spooner act, the speaker 
said, he wished to express the opinion 
th at the law had not been violated by 
w hat the president has done. 


After reviewing events relating to canal 
negotiations Spooner asked w hether any 
.senator would xmder the circum stances 
have turned his back on Panam a so long 
as there was a bill pending in the Colom­ 
bian congress, and he put the question 
especially to Tillman, *'ho waso n his feet. 


The latter said he would have entered 
Into negotiations w ith 
N icaragua 
and 
v/ould have reported back to congress for 
further instructions. 'He would theh have 
.said to Colomi)la: “You are a m angy lot;

Thus he w’ould 
have, us write *‘$ort” for short, “$ake*' 
for shake, “$arp” for sharp, “$hucks” 
for shucks, and so on. 


Professor Calvin Thomas of Colum­ 
bia university, New York, writing to 
Mr. Mason, remarks, “I hardly need 
a$ure you that I am personally in sym­ 
pathy with any movement, agitation or 
joint effort which looks toward the im­ 
provement of our Engli$ spelling."’

In $ort, Professor Thomas w'i§es Mr. 
Mason all sorts of success, and $ould 
he be able to demonstrate that the dol­ 
lar'mark can be made to stand for oth­ 
er sounds in our language there is hard­ 
ly any doubt that powerful influences 
on Manhattan Island outside of Colum­ 
bia will be glad to $ove him along. 


Generally speaking, tlie press of the 
county has preferred to remain silent 
with regard to the proposed reform, 
and only in isolated instances is there 
to be found anything like intelligent 
comment upon Mr. Mason’s “Cosmo- 
Roman alfabet.”

now Two Oaaeball Player* Escaped 
• apd Saved Many LiT^s-Yonns Loi 
by. Coaragc and Cooine««, Rescued. 
Mother àa^- Little Girl—Comedian 
Foyfa Efforts to Allay the Panic—A 
Child's Touching bat Vain Appeal* 


One of the most graphic descriptions 
of the Iroquois theater disaster in Chi 
cago was given by Frank Houseman, 
professional ball player, who, with 
Charley Dexter, another baseball play 
er, was occupying an upper box in -the 
theater when the fire started. Here is 
Houseman’s story: 
“Charley Dexter and I were In the 
front upper box on the right hand 
side. . We had just been talking about 
the double row of little boys and girls 
that filled the front balcony seats. The 
theater was dark for the second act 
and the stage was only partly lighted 
too. Maybe’a dozen of the chorus were 
on the stage singing ‘I Meet You In the 
Moon’s Pale Light,’ when I noticed a 
little tongue of flame back in the flies 
on the other side of the stage. It was 
up just below the bottom of the drop 
curtain, which was raised' and looked 
just like somebody shaking a blazing 
handkerchief. 
“ ‘Charley, I said, *it's me to the 
exits. This may not be anything, but 
you know the dark little hail we had 
to come through.* So we moved along 
quietly before anybody in the audience 
knew anything was wrong. We hadn’t 
any more than , got to the next floor 
when the stage began to get smoky, 
and you could hear the crowd in the 
theater begin to get worried. 
Just 
then Eddie Foy came out to the front 
of the stage, and, with the little blaz­ 
ing bits of scenery dropping back of 
him, he kept saying: ‘Don't get fright­ 
ened; sit still. It’s or.!y a little stage 
fire.* Bjr this time the whole theater 
was in an uproar. 
Big chunks of 
blazing scenery began to fall. 
Tèe 
girls on the stage were fainting, and. 
Dexter and I rushed to a couple of 
exits on the east side. 
“ ‘Open the doors,’ said I to an usher. 
* ‘Wait till the drop curtain comes 
down,’ he said. 
“By thi3 time the crowd was getting 
wild and pushing against the doors. 
The stage was blazing and the smoke 
rolling out into the body of the theater. 
‘For God’s sake, open the doors!’ I 
shouted. The usher didn’t move. Well, 
I grabbed the fellow and threw him as 
far as I could and burst open the door. 
The minute it gave way the crowd 
shoved me with a rush and jammed 
me against a pair of iron,doors that 
were locked. I felt of the latch and 
found it was like the one on my ice 
box at home. ‘This is easy,’ I said to 
Dexter, who fyad broken open another 
door. We caught hold of the big, iron 
latch and with a few wrenches pulled 
it opén. At that minute a big sheet of 
fire came out from the stage with a 
puff that drove the crowd mad. In a 
flash I saw Eddie Foy apparently, bur­ 
ied in flames, and before I could catch 
my breath thé, crowd caught me and 
almost threw me clear across the alley 
leading to State street. 
“In that alley wàs the most awful 
Bight I ever saw. The fire escapes over 
the alley were packed with struggling, 
screaming people fighting to jump to 
the,? ground. They were falling like? 
raindrops and making a pile of dead 
and dying under the escapes. 
“One man landed on the mass of peo- 
ple and struggled to his knees, whenia 
woman fell on his head and struck him 
dead: I 'saw another woman clinging 
to the outside of the lower fite escape.

Stepped over a .lot of people 
dead, I think. The seats were on 
and when I caught hold to keep 
falling I burned my hazels. In frc^it 
of me everything seemed to be blazing, 
and I was afraid it would, spread to 
where we hod been sitting before I 
could get there. 
“I wanted to turn, back and run away, 
but I could see little Lester lying un* 
der the seat and I could not leave her 
there. All I could see were the backs 
of the people fighting like mad at the 
doors. The flames seemed to be every­ 
where, and when I saw where I was I 
got sick. Then I reached Lester. I re? 
member dragging her up the aisle. 
Through the smoke I saw a door where 
the crowd was not very big. We got 
through between the seats. They were 
hot and burned us. I fell dowu when 
we got outside.’* 


Eddie Foy, leading comedian in “Mr. 
Bluebeard,” said of the lire horror: 
I tried , to get passes for my whole 
family to the matinee at the Iroquois 
on Wednesday, I)ec. 30, lUOU. 
The 
house was sold out, but they promised 
to save some seats if possible. I took 
my boy Bryan with me and left Mrs. 
Foy with the others at the hotel. 
I 
thought maybe the management would 
send over a few seats for them. 
I was on in the first act and saw that 
of the great crowd—there must have 
been 2,100 persons in the house—nearly 
all were yoting people or children. I 
was in my dressing room preparing to 
go on in the elephant specialty in the 
second act when I heard a noise. I 
thought there was a fight on the stage 
and, remembering my boy, I took him 
from his seat in a box on to the stage. 
By that time, ten seconds, the whole 
top of the stage was a mass of whirl­ 
ing flame. I took my boy in my arms 
and ran to the stage door. People were 
fighting to get out of there. Then I 
thought of those crowds of children in- 
the balcony and gallery, and I thought 
to myself, “Foy, you’re very selfish!” 
I thought of my own babies at home, 
fearing one or two of them might, after 
all, have come to the show. I threw 
Bryan into the arms of a stage hand 
and yelled to him, “Take out my boy!” 
Then I turned and ran back across the 
stage and down to the front. 
1 looked into the balcony. 
I saw 
those hundreds of terror stricken chil­ 
dren. I saw the flames sweeping across. 
I thought again of my babies, and I 
-said to myself: “You poor little ones’ 
There is not one chance in a million for 
you.” Then I thought again of Bryan. 
Maybe the man had thrown him down 
or been unable to get through the mass 
at the door. I half determined to run 
back, but I went on to the front of the 
stage.' 
I was desperately cool. I spoke slow-; 
ly. I realized that to have any effect 
on that panic stricken mass I had to 
speak slowly. God, how I wished for 
an education then that I could have 
been able to hurl words at tliem and 
stop them! I stood perfectly still. 
Fire was falling all around me. I 
kept talking out of the corner of my 
mouth to the orchestra and swearing at 
the stage hands, who had almost all 
disappeared, telling thejjn to get down 
that curtain. Still I kept talking slow­ 
ly. I talked slowly, as a comedian does 
when lie's working up to a laugh, but 
in half a minute talking and acting 
were useless—the whole thing was 
afire. Herbert Dillea, who had kept 
on leading the orchestra, and that lit­ 
tle fat man at the fiddle were still 
there when all the rest had fled. Dil­ 
lea kept beating time, the fat man 
kept ^fiddling. 
I tried to talk. Once I thought the 
rush would stop. The people on the 
orchestra floor thinned out and some 
stopped fighting. 
Everybody did the 
best thejf could. I blame no one. But 
women go crazy at a fire. They'll run 
straight into flames. I saw them do it. 
I looked up. The asbestus curtain was 
burning. I thought, “Will I jump over 
the orchestra, or try to get out at the 
.back?” I guess I went crazy about 
that time. I remember jumping up and 
pounding away at the buttons, that con­ 
trol the machinery,- hoping < by luck I 
might bring that curtain down. Then I 
ran on out. 1 found all the kids safe 
at home.
